It was learned that while the customs 
authorities intended to seize her seal- 
ed liquor they did not plan to act until 
after' Captain Roberts had applied to 
the United States Public Health ser- 
vice for a permit to enter with liquor 
for medicinai purposes.

WO hundred and twenty-five mllea 


slightly northwest across the 


Tyrrhenian Sea from Mount 
Etna, 


near Olarre, stands Vesuvius within 
sight of Naples. Both are treacherous 
volcanoes. 


Until three months ago both had 


been comparatively quiet for years— 
Etna for 13, Vesuvius for 17. Strange- 
ly at about the same time each com- 
menced to rumble. And then. Just a 
few days ago, Etna burst forth, belch- 
ching a river of hot lava, 
searing 


towns into oblivion. 


As a result of what is happening to 


1,000.000 persons who 
lived within 
within the shadow of Etna, peasants 
dwelling along the sides of Vesuvius 
are turning inquiring eyes to their 
giant sentinel, standing uneasily on 
the mainland In the Bay or Naples. 


• 
Civilization High. 


For more than 25 centuries, a hlgh- 


Jy civilized community, has densly 
populated the vicinity and slopea of 
Vesuvius. Etna is older,, but Vesuvius 
has supplied a great deal of the intel- 
ligence upon which geological theo- 
ries of volcanic action are based. 
Successive eruptions have caused a 
variation in the height of Vesuvius 
In June, 1900, it was was 4275 
feet 
above sea level. After 
the violent 
sruptlon of 1903, however, it was re- 
duced until now it averages only 4,000 
feet. 


It consists of two distinct portions. 


On the northern side a high semi- 
circular cliff reaching to 3,714 feet- 
halt encircles the present active cone 
irdescends in long slopes toward the 
plains below. 
Monte Somma is the 
name by which this precipice is known 
and it forms the wall of an 
ancient 


pre-hietoric crater.

It Is somewhat dis-H 
tresslng, therefore, to iiote that the 
circulation of the weekly newspapers 
fias" not only not increased within th*^ 
past ten years, but that ft actually haa 
Decreased." 
i The speaker cited figures of the Fed* 
eral'.census repprtsr showing that-the

New '-York state had decreased by 25 
per cent, between 1914 and 1919 and 
gave-it as-his opinion that their in- 
fluence had been lessened to the same 
extent- 
: , "The newspaper -'Is necessarily a< 
cbmircanity builder," Mr. "Sherrill as- 
serted. 
"It is a trite Baying that 
newspaper are 
'moulfiers of t-ublic 


opinion,' but this fact was never more 
apparent than it is .today. Even ttfe 
publisher of'-the smallest paper, who 
often does 'not realize the yre»t im- 
portance of his worjc. \vi»lds an in- 
fluence which permeates -the whole 
community aad influences.; sometimes 
iinconsciously,-the trend of commun- 
ity, action. In fact, the newspaper by 
its forward policy can make a com-

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 


(By The Associated Frese) 


ST. LOUIS, June 
21—President 
Harding placed before the country 
tonight a renewed plea for American 
adherence to the permanent court 
of international justice "and the one 
and only existing 'agency of peace 
to which we can safely subscribe 
without violating the basic principles 
of our national being." 


Making the first prepared address 


of his western trip, the president -said 
that to bring about the end he desired 
"he would gladly wipe out fastional 
difference" and proposed a 
recon- 


struction of the machinery of 
the 
international tribunal 
"to 
dispose 


conclusively of all other cited appre- 
hensions of danger from thp exercise 
of any influence whatsoever, either 
open or furtive, by the League of Na- 
tions or by any other organization." 


"This could be done in one of two 
ways," he asserted. "First, by empow- 
erir.g the court itself to fill any va- 
c«.ncy arising from the death 
of a 
member or retirement for whatever 
cause, without interposition from any 
other body; or, second, by continuing 
the existing authority of the perman- 
ent court of arbitration to nominate 
and by transferring" the power to 
elect from the council and assembly 
of the League to the remaining mem- 
bers of the court of justice." 
Then anticipating "the voice of the 
doubter" who might inquire whether 
the forty nations now represented on 
the court would consent to 
these 
changed in the structure of the tri- 
bunal, Mr. Harding answered that 
" to submit terms which we consider 
essential to the preservation of our 
nationality is not an act of discourt- 
esy; it is the only fair, square and 
honorable thing a great, self respect- 
ing nation can do." 
" The crux of the conditions -sug- 
gested the president 
described 
as 
"the making of the world court pre- 
cisely what its name implies." 
"Can it be possible that, despite 


their protestations to the contrary, 
this is not what some of our sister 
states at heart desire?" He asked. 
"Must there be a test of sincerity as 
well as at home? Then 
the 
more 


quickly it can be done the better— 
the better for them and the better 
for us. There is nothing to be accom- 
plished Jn ambiguity. We want to 
know. And the only way to find, out 
is to inquire." 
The president devoted virtually all 


of his address to the world court is- 
sue, but he also reviewed briefly 
what had been done by his adminis- 
tration to get the country " back on 
the right track" in its domestic af- 
fairs. Although declaring he did not 
come to make a "partisan report" he 
said he took pride in pointing out 
that unemployment had been "ban- 
ished," financial stability restored, tax- 
es lightened and great economies in 


he declared. "I shall not attempt to 
Impose my will upon anybody. I shall 
embark upon no crusade. Hereafter, 
from time to time, as tonight, acting 
strictly within, but to the full limit 
of my constitutional authority. I shall 
make further exposition of by matur- 
ed views and maturing proposals. 
"But I shall not restrict my appeal 
to your reason. "I shall call upon 
your patriotism. I shall bessech your 
humanity, I shall invoke your Chris- 
tianity, I shall reach to the 
very 
depths of your live for your fellow- 
man, .of whatever race 
or 
creed, 


throughout the world. I shall speak, 
as I speak now, with all the earn^st- 
ness and power of the sincerity that 
is in me and in perfect faith that 
God will keep clear and receptive 
vour understanding. 
"I could not do otherwise. My soul 
yearns for peace. My heart is anguish- 
ed by the suffering of war. My spirit 
is eager to serve. My passion is for 
justice over force. My hope is in 
the great court. My mind is made up. 
My resolution Is fixed."

"Washington's farewell adress was 


taken by the chief executive as his 
point of departure when he turned to 
foreign relations. American adhesion 
to the court, he said, squared with 
the principles enunciated by Wash- 
ington, who recognized the value of 
international arbitration. 
"It is with that high purpose in 
mind that I advocate participation by 
the United States in the permanent 
-court of international justice" continu- 
ed Mr. Harding. "Two conditions 
may be considered indispensible." 
""First, that the tribunal be so con- 
stituted as to appear and to be 
in 
theory and practice, in form and ID 
substance, beyond 
the 
shadow of 


doubt, a world court and not a league 
court." 
"Second, that the United States shall 
occupy a plane of perfect equality 
with every other power." 
Elaborating upon his pronounce- 
ment that the court must not be a 
League court, the executive asserted 
that the country had an opportunity 
to indicate its desire to join the league 
in 1920 and it "most emphatically 
refused" and "it would refuse again, 
i-o less decisively today." 
"There has been no change of con- 
dition" he added with respect to the 
league issue." 
"It is the same league. Not a line 
in the rejected covenent has been al- 
tered, not a .phrase modified, not a 
word omitted or added. Article X 
still stands as the heart of the com- 
pact. Article XI and all other stipu- 
lations objected to and condemned 
by the American people remain un- 
touched, in full force in theory, how- 
ever, circumspectly they are being 
ignored in practice. 


"In the face of the overwhelming 
verdict of 1920, therefore, the issue 
of the League of Nations Is as dead 
as slavery. Is it not the part of wis- 
dom and common sense to let it rest 
in the deep grave to which it has been 
consigned, aad turn our thoughts to 
living things?" 
Mr. Harding said he recognized 
rudiments of good in the League or- 
ganization however, and repeated his 
declaration of 1920 that he hoped to 
"take and combine all that is good 


, and excise all that Is bad from the 
I league and the Hague tribunal." 
*' 
"The abstract principle of a -world 
court found its greaisls in the Hague 
tribunal" he continued. "The con- 
crete application ol that 
principle 
has been mad« by the league. Sound 
theory and admirable practice have 
been Joined successfully- The court 
itself is not only firmly established} 
but has clearly demonstrated Its utlll-; 
ly and efficiency. 
i 
"It is a true Jufllcal tribunal. It* 
composition Is of the highest order- 
None better, none Ireer from selflsh. 
partisan, national or racial, prejudi- 
ces or influences could be obtained.' 
That, to the best of my Information 
and belief, is a fact universally admit- 
ted and acclaimed. I care not -whence 
the -court came. T insist only that its 
Integrity. Its Independence, its com- 
plete and 
continuing1 freedom 
bo 
.. guarded absolutely. 
"Th« sole question Js -whether the 
requirements, which I have enumerat- 
ed as essential to adherence by the 
Unit^a Slates can be met. My answer 
is that where there is a unanimous 
will, a way can always be found. I 
am not wedded Irrevocably to any 
particular inethofl. 


"& woulfl not^assuro* fo«*a> moment 
that the readjustment of tile exist- 
ing arrangement -which appears 
to 
my mind as feasible is the best, rouat 
less the only noe. But. »uch as Jt is, 
I submit it, without excea« of detail. 
as & basis for consideration, discussion

Th*s president declared he neither 
advanced nor retreated from the posi- 
tion a*«um«-d in presenting: the court 
porpo&al 10 the Senate, but merely 
indicated "frays and means for reali- 
zation of the common aspiration" 
which he defined aa a desire to sub- 
stitute "justice for -warfare in the 
settlement of controversies between 
nations."
